preciate the importance of shearing 
sheep when they are perfectly dry. 
"Frequently, the sheep are 
from the pasture when the grass is 
wet. Fleeces shorn from these sheep 
at,re in no condition to be tied. A n­ 
other dangerous practice is th at of 


shearing on a rainy day when the 
owner is unable to work in the field. 
Damp wools may cause a loss of 10 
to 25 per cent of the value of the 
clip.

BREWERS* GRAINS CAN BE FED 
TO DAIRY COWS 
Brewers’ grains, either dried or 
wet, make good feed for dairy cows 
when used 
in 
combination 
with 
other feeds. 
The dried grains usually contain 
about 26 per cent of protein and 
may be used in the ration as a sub­ 
stitute for other protein feeds. They 
will keep indefinitely, are somewhat 
bulky, and carry more crude fiber 
than bran or oats. 
Wet grains should always be fed 
and in not 
too 
large 
quantities. 
Twenty to 30 pounds daily should 
be a maximum amount. This feed is 
very watery and should be fed in 
concrete mangers. It spoils quickly, 
and a fresh supply should be obtain­ 
ed daily. For best results, it should 
be fed with both hay and grain. Its 
succulent nature gives it value as a 
substitute for silage although it may 
be used in a ration th a t also in ­ 
cludes silage. The 
crude 
protein 
content is usually 5 to 6 per cent in 
comparison with 2.1 per cent in sil­ 
age. It is also high in fat content but 
is low in both fiber and carbohy­ 
drates as compared with silage. The 
total digestible nutrients in the wet 
grains and silage 
are 
about

same. 
Unless fed carefully the wet grains 
may taint the milk. This is especially 
true if the grains are a little old and 
have become rancid. Strict sanita­ 
tion should be the rule where they 
are used. It probably would be best

On most farms, the 
temperatures cannot be definitely 
controlled and the eggs should not 
be held longer than 10 or 12 days be­ 
fore setting. 


SMALL GARDEN 
SEEDS 
NEED 
LIGHT COVERING 
Since vegetable seeds are usually 
small the soil should be very thor­ 
oughly prepared and made as fine 
as possible. It is unwise to sow in 
wet, cold soil and in hot, dry soil. 
Depth of planting varies with the 
kind of seed, the soil, and the sea­ 
son. In general, the smaller the seed 
the shallower the covering. All seeds, 
however, are planted comparatively 
shallower early in the spring than 
later in the season, and likewise, in 
heavy soils than in 
sandy 
soils. 
Definite rules in this regard are of 
little value, but experience is 
in- 
1 valuable. 
Lettuce, carrots, parsley, 
salsify, 
and other small seeds usually are 
covered about one-fourth inch. Rad­ 
ish, spinach, beet, parsnip, and sim­ 
ilar seeds are covered one-half inch, 
sweet corn one inch, beans one and 
one-half inches, and peas ltfc to 2 
inches. O ne-half ounce of lettuce, 
carrot, parsley, parsnip, and salsify 
seed should sow 100 feet of row. One 
ounce of radish, spinach, and beet 
seed should plant
